That those 
people are growing famous outside 
their own circle, is proved by the 
frequent presence of reports at 
their gatherings, anil the con- 
sequent articles appearing in the 
Boston dailies. 

To begin with, every Sunday has 
found at the People Temple, a 
larger audience than the last, and 
on the 2 1st, the number was close 
lo a hundred. The sign-singing by 
different ladles continues — those 

participating in it during Febru- 
ary being Mrs. Abrams and Misses 
Acheson, Short and Jennings. The 
inspiring words of " America " were 
also rendered by Mr. Wyand on 
the Sunday preceding Washing- 
ton's birthday. 

The stormy, windy, slippery con 
ditton of things on the occasion of 
the last Sowing Society, at Mrs. 
Roberts, might have excused any 
one from venturing out. Yet, in 
numbers and enthusiasm, it was 
above, rather than below, the aver- 
age, and the delicious supper, serv- 
ed by the genial hostess in the 
handsome old West Knd house, was 

a thing to be long remembered. 

The " Dutch supper," at the to- 
sidence of Mrs. Cross, in Beverly, 
on the following Saturday, proved 
unique and enjoyable as well as a 
decided success.

AH watch 
od with quiet, rapt attention, ami 
fully realised the solemnity of the 
moment, as Dr. Chapman spoke on 
that ringing declaration of Paul, 
which has echoed down the ages —

More impressive than the sermon 
was the closing hymn, given so 
slowly that oven the dullest oralis! 
could understand it. The lint 
will lore 'Due in life, I will lore 
in death)" was rendered by 
Miss Goldsmith with great power 
and beauty. This hymn the report- 
er of the Boston Journal termed 
"the climax of the dramatic." 
Those who sympathized with its 
last line were to raise their hands 
in' token of that sympathy. 
"Slowly," said the Journal, "the 
sweet voice of Mrs. Goodson was 
singing the lino, and so slowly the 
lingers of Mis* Goldsmith wore sing- 
ing the hymn to the deaf people. 
The last, word rolled from the lips 
of Mrs. Goodson, from the lingers 
of Miss Goldsmith tOO, and then, as 
two thousand men and women rais- 
ed their right hands, a large pro 
portion of the deaf people lilted 
theirs also, and wailed until the last 
note had died away." It was a mo- 
ment novel to be forgotten, and 
great credit is duo, both to Mr 
Wyand and to Miss Goldsmith, for 

giving the deaf people this oppor- 
tunity. From tin* usher under 
whoso care they were placed, they 

received much courtesy, and Mr. 

Wyand, meeting Dr. Chapman 
downstairs, was given a hearty 
handclasp, which assured him of 
the hitter's kind feeling.

It has long l>een a lamentable 
custom to clam tbe deaf as " defec- 
tives." 

That they are handicapped by 
the deprivation of one or more of 
the five senses, nobody has ever at- 
tempted to deny. Bat to say that 
they are deficient physically, men- 
tally or morally, calls forth from 
this writer a most strenuous objec- 
tion. 

In outdoor sports they have prov- 
en themselves the peers, and very 
often tbe superiors, of the beating. 
Their record on the diamond and 
the cinder path, and in all field 
•ports, places them in Class A. As 
a matter of fact, the world's record 
for tbe 75-yard sprint was made 
(and still holds) by an old-time Fan- 
wood l>oy. And was it not also a 
Fan wood boy who, twenty or more 
years ago, won the Marathon of bis 
day against one hundred twenty 
bearing rivals at Madison Square 
Garden. 

In the indoor games and exercises, 
the deaf have also an enviable re- 
cord. Some ten or twelve years ago, 
a team of Fan wood's basket ball 
players, called the Silent Five, 
toured the cities from New York to 
Chicago, winning victory upon vic- 
tory over the best players the coun- 
try could produce. 

The Fanwood Cadets, at tbe Mili- 
tary Tournaments, participated in 
by the cracks of tbe whole country 
and even Canada, have won the ap- 
plause of admiring thousands by the 
almost faultless exhibitions in 
marching evolutions and the man- 
ual of arms. In recent years, pit- 
ted against battalions of bearing 
cadets, they have been universally 
proclaimed the superiors in i 
department of the school of the 
soldier.

schoolboys and schoolgirls in 
Greater New York, to contribute 
essays upon the life and character 
of Lincoln, based upon seven papers 
by Frederic Trevor Hill. 

There was a total of 10,000 essays 
submitted, and only 1000, or one 
out of ten, could receive a mention 
or award.

The only logical deduction for 
this extraordinary achievement of 
deaf boys aud girls, is that the 
breadth arid liberality of the (lout 
bined, or Eclectic, System gives the 
stimulus and force and inspiration 
that culminates in the highest 
mental development and the most 
accurate and descriptive forms of 
expression. The Lincoln compe- 
tition called for knowledge of the 
subject and capability in bftndliug 
it, and the deaf proved that they 
had the courage and ambition to 
try and the ability to succeed. 

Of the contestants, seven are 
congenitally deaf, two are semi- 
deaf, and twelve are semi-mutes. 
Two of tbem are children of deaf 
parents. 

At' the New York Institution the 
mind is not hampered DOT repressed. 
Although in t> room tiglM 

are not used as a medium of in- 
struction, in the chapel at lectures 
and religious services they are uti- 
lized to the fullest, extent, and on 
the playground and in general 
intercourse, there are no restrictions 
or prohibitions whatever. With the 
blind-deaf, who have taken tbi 
in the successful competition, the 
instruction is by signs and finger 
spelling. Therefore the mental 
development and facility of verb 1 1 
expression evidenced in their pro- 
ductions, p)int unerringly to the 
value of signs and the manual alpha- 
bet as a means of communication 
and instruction, and dispels once 
again the fallacy that signs are a 
hindrance, to the acquisition of gram 
tnatical English.
